BAGGAGE CAR IS RESCINDED 


Director General McAdoo Directs Former Tariff To 
Be Restored — Increase Would Have 
Forced Many Theatrical Com- 
panies To Disband 


New York, Jan. 6.—Just before go- 
ing to press last Monday The Billboard 
received information that the Rail- 
road Administration had doubled the- 
atrical rates for baggage cars. Efforts 
were made to get in touch with Re- 
gional Director Smith, with a desire to 
corroborate the news, but without 
avail. Therefore we decided not to 
publish the story, feeling that were it 
rescinded, or without foundation, it 
might create a small-sized panic 
among the hundreds of small show 
owners thruout the country. 


According to The New York Ameri- 
ean of January 1 the order was actu- 
ally issued, and received with much 
consternation here—managers and 
producers loudly protesting that it was 
an outrage—in view of the fact of 
what the theatrical profession in gen- 
eral had done for patriotism. 


Mare Klaw, president of the United 
Managers’ Protective Association, and 
member of the firm of Klaw & Erlan- 
ger, said: “It is the most damnable 
outrage that was ever committed to 
double, at twenty-four hours’ notice, 
the number of tickets required for a 
special baggage car. It means that 
the little dramatic companies will 
have to disband. It also means that 
the small companies that have been 
giving performances at the training 
camps for the soldiers will be unable 
to afford the boys in khaki this enter- 
tainment any longer. It seems to me 
that, except from the President of the 
United States, we have been met by 
Tebuffs at every turn. I have never 
seen such lack of appreciation as has 
been shown the dramatic profession 
by several departments of the Gov- 
ernment. Some weeks ago when the 
traveling companies had to be brought 
back to New York on account of the 
influenza epidemic all thru the coun- 
try a petition asking for a mitigation 
of the rules covering the movement 
of such organizations. signed by the 
leading producers of America, was 
Sent to Washington and it was not 
even given the courtesy of a reply. It 
is time, in my estimation, for the thea- 
ter to wake up.” 


Put now all is serene again, Director 
William G. McAdoo having sent the 
following telegram Friday night to 
Lee Shubert: 

“The matter of increased theatrical 
mites has been brought to my atten- 
‘on. TI think there is merit in vour 
fomplaint, AND I HAVE DIRECTED 
THE FORMER RATES BE RE- 

RED.”

Y complimented for the promptness 
with Which he has handled the mat- 
*T, and the elimination of an unnec- 


essary and altogether unjust burden 
being placed upon a people who have 
proved themselves 100 per cent loyal.

Flying Corps, who was killed while 
acting as an instructor in the Ameri- 
can Aviation Corps, is soon to marry 
Tom Powers, an actor, appearing with 
the Oh, Boy Company in London, was 
discussed today up and down Broad- 
way. Mrs. Castle is in London also. 
Powers was a member of the Royal 
Flying Corps and was trained at To- 


ronto by Captain Castle and was at 
Benbrook Field, Tex., when the young 
aviator-dancer was killed. Mrs. El- 
roy Foote, mother of Mrs. Casfle, 
said the report was news to her.

R. G. KNOWLES 


Comedian and Lecturer 


Passes Away in New York, Fol- 
lowing an Operation on the 
Throat—Scored Great 
Success in England 


New York, Jan. 4.—Richard George 
Knowles, comedian, vaudeartist and 
lecturer, died January 2 at the Memo- 
rial Hospital, following an operation 
on the throat. He was in his 60th 
year. He had been in Belgium en- 
gaged on a plan for a patriotic monu- 
mental roadway thru Belgium and 
France, for which King Albert was 
sponsor, returning to New York last 
November. During the war Mr. 
Knowles lectured and helped to spread 
for the Allies. He was 
born in Hamilton, Ontario, October 7, 
joods. and of becoming an American 
citizen began his busimess career in 
Chicago, but took to the stage and 
came to New York with Augustin 
Daly. 

Mr. Knowles was always regarde: 
as one of our most finished entertair 
ers in vaudeville, and in England hi: 
fame was still greater. 

His success abroad was of the sen- 
sational sort, and his weekly salary 
at times reached $2,000. In fact, h’s 
prestige was so great that when he 
appeared on a bill with Harry Lauder 
he shared the headline position with 
the Scotch comedian. 

Several years ago Knowles returned 
to this country to give a series of il- 
lustrated lectures for which he had 
spent a large sum in collecting his 
material. He inaugurated his tour at 
Carnegie Hall, but the entertainment 
failed to interest. Knowles said after- 
wards that the venture had cost him 
more than $100,000. 

After this 
England where his success Was as 
great as ever. He had been ailing 
for several months and was under 
the treatment of England’s greatest 
physiciams, including the physician to 
the King. When it appeared that his 
case was hopeless he came to Ameri- 
ca and entered a hospital here. 

Deceased was 2 member of the Elks, 
and a special night service was held 
January 3 in the club rooms, which 
was largely attended by his host of 
professional friends.

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AMUSEMENT INDUSTRY 


Contributed Over $31,000,000 to the Support of 


the Government, Report of Revenue 
Department Shows 


TAX ON ADMISSIONS 


Yields the Sum of $26,357,338.80— Annual License 
Paid by Theaters, Museums and Concert 
Halls Shows Decrease 


Washington, D. C., Jan. 6.—The an- 
nual report of the Commissioner of 
Internal Revenue for the fiseal year 
ended June 30, 1918, shows that the 
amuseinent industrycontributed during 
that period a total of $31,191,632.68. 
This was divided among the various 
institutions contributing thus gener- 
ously to the support of the war and 
to the country, with comparisons made 


of the contributions in 1917, as fol- 
lows: 
Theaters, museums and _ concert 


halls, 1918, $794,963.29; 1917, $1,027,- 
927.63; decrease for 1918, $232,964.34. 

Circuses, 1918, $19,398.10; 1917, $7,- 
786.48; inerease, $11,611.62. 

Street fairs and other public ex- 
hibitions, 1918, $50,998.80; 1917; $37,- 
820.89; increase, $13,177.91. 

Admissions to places of amusement 
or entertainment, 1918, $26,357,338 80; 
1917, none. The admissions tax did 
not become effective until after the 
fiscal year started July 1, 1917. 

Under the headings of ‘Capital 
Stock of Corporations,” “Occupations, 
Acts and Privileges Not Otherwise 
Specified,” etc., those interested in the 
amusement industry naturally con- 
tributed large sums. However, these 
are not enumerated as such in the re- 
port of the Commissioner. 

Dues collected from _ social clubs, 
athletic or sporting clubs or organiza- 
tions amounted to $2,259,056.57, and 
by bowling alleys, billiard and pool 
tables $1,086,307.82 in 1918, as against 
$1,331,753.37 in 1917, a decrease of 
$245,455.35. 

Still other collections of special in- 
terest to the amusement industry re- 
ported are $24,306,350.26 from passen- 
‘ger tickets sold by rail, water and 
electric lines, and a total of $2,236,- 
699.76 from seats, berths and state- 
rooms. 

The grand total of collections from 
all sources of internal revenue for 
1918 fiscal year were $3.694,619,638.72, 
as compared with $809,303,640.44 in

WHITE RAT HEARING 


Reopened at Request of Referee Louis Schulden- 
frei, Who Interrogates Former Attor- 
ney for W. R. A. U. 


ASKS RELATIONSHIP 


Between White Rats Actors’ Union and the White 
Rats’ Realty Co. During the Period 
Club House Was Built 


New York, Jan. 4.—It was generally 
felt that the investigation ordered by 
the Supreme Court into the action of 
Goldie Pemberton against the White 
Rats Actors’ Union, and which, owing 
to innumerable adjournments, lasted 
fot over a year, was at an end, in fact 
briefs have already been filed by 
counsel, 

The hearing was reopened yester- 
day before Referee Louis Schulden- 
frei, Alvin Sapinsky representing the 
petitioner and Joseph J. Myers as at- 
torney for the White Rats. 

It is understood that this special 
session was at the request of the ref- 
eree, who desired to interrogate Den- 
nis F. O’Brien, of O’Brien, Malevinsky 
& Driscoll, the former counsel for 
the respondent organization, regard- 
ing the relationship existing between 
the White Rats Actors’ Union and the 
White Rats’ Realty Company during 
the period while the clubhouse was be- 
ing built. 

After being sworn Mr. O’Brien in- 
formed the referee that he would re- 
fuse to ansSwer any question regard- 
ing any confidential communication 
between himself and clients, citing an 
authority to substantiate his conten- 
tion. This led to a legal wrangle, but 
eventually the examination proceeded. 

It is evident that the purpose. of 
the calling of Mr. O’Brien was to dis- 
cover, if possible, if moneys belonging 
to the White Rats Actors’ Union were 
used in the construction of the club- 
house without the consent of the mem- 
bers of the union. 

No definite information was ob- 
tained, Mr. O’Brien explaining that 
the transactions occurred so long ago, 
and inasmuch as he had turned all 
of his papers over to his successor, he 
had no means of refreshing his mem- 
ory regarding the matter. But he did 
insist that everything that was done 
while he was counsel for the organiza- 
tion was within the law.

11 our ambitions were checked. But it may be 
good news for the theatrical world to know that 
George M. Coban’s three-sheet was suspended 
on a dugout within one mile of the German lines 
the day before the armistice went into effect. 
My comrades guarded the three-sheets, and dur- 
ing the height of the Bouee sector battle we all 
got curious to see bow a three-sheet looked un- 
der fire. We unfolded one, and placed it on the 
dugout. The American smile of George M. 
Cohan in the likeness of the three-sheet never 
changed as shells broke all around the dugout. 
Several German prisoners passed our dugout 
and noted the three-sheet. They gazed at it. 
Probably they imagined it was an American dol- 
lar bil, Anyway the three-sheet was there!

There may be some better shows in Burlesque 
than The Grown-Up Bables, but if there is we 
hate overlooked them, that is, from a real 
burlesque point of view. P 

Billy Vall is credited with the book, and 
while we honestly admit ¢hat some of the bits 
are regulation burlesque offerings we further 
concede thet they were handled by able artists, 
who put them over in a manner that appealed to 
the audience and evoked laughter. 

Frank X. Silk and his side pal, Jack (Cal- 
laban, sure did put speed into thelr work, and 
everything they said and did was funny—from 
the attitude of the audience, which applauded 
them continuonsly, 

Harry Mandel was there with the personal 
appearance and clear diction that every straicht 
tn burlesqne shoul have, and that goes for him 
as a typical showman, 

Don McCarthy, as an oldtime legit., 
appear and act the part. 

Vie Vanderbilt, impersonating George Waeh- 
ington, carried himself in a dignified manner 
that appesled te every admirer of the famous 
General George. 

The three feminine principals, Jean De Lisle 
(prima donna), Rose Kelly (ingenue) and 
Ethel Johnson (soubrette) were as personally 
attractive and gowned as becomingly as any 
three women we have seen on the American 
Circuit. 

The chorus was an aggregation of attractive 
girls who have apparently profited by the «dl- 
rection of a master mind in producing ensembles, 
for the girla wore their costumes Iike girlx to 
the manor born, and the coxtumes were all that 
an expensive burlesque offering should be. 

The great features of this ehow were the mu- 
sical numbers, which were up-to-date, and put 
over in a manner that made a decided hit with 
the Olymp'c audience, 

Jack Callahan and Ethel Sheppard did a 
specialty that called for encores, and the same 
opplies to Dan McCarthy and Rose Kelly, who 
did a real vandeville headline act. 

Frank X. Silk did a song spectalty that as a 
parodist proved himself an entertainer of merit. 


COMMENT; 

Due to the fact that on the night of our 
visit to the Olympic there was an influx of 
showmen and newspaper men handling the gla: 
hand and congratulation to Billie Vail we did 
not see all of the show, for there was some so- 
cial session, but what we did see of it we Iked 
and thet goes for several of the choristers who 
for personal appearance and vivaclousness were 
all that choristers should be. 

From our personal viewpoint The Grown-Up 
Rabies is an all around good burlesque show

one which is common to human kind, 

In the case of Mr. Cohan’s hero, Chas. Martin, 
played by Robt. Hilliard for five nights and by 
Geo. Cohan himself since, it was the loss of lis 
wife and child four years before the play opened, 
previous to which he had never encountered any 
obstacles to be surmoanted, and he just fell by 
the wayside. Being wealthy from inheritance 
and thru years of energetic application, the 
“‘wayside’’ for him meant leisure, and drink, and 
Arift, anytime and anywhere, it mattered not. 
His valet packed his trunks for the East or the 
West, according to ‘beads’ or “‘tails’’ on a 
flipped coin. 

The chance meeting with an orphan child, 
Comfort, most naturally played by Marie Ver- 
non, brought the near-dead hero to a new thought 
and a new life. 

Comfort was a household drodge in her foster 
mother’s (Mrs. Prouty’s) boarding house. One 
of the boarders, Miss Woods, played by Phoebe 
Hunt, was kind to her. 

Miss Woods wrote stories, but could not sell 
them, and little Cemfort, attempting the role 
of the fairy godmother while in search of a pul- 
lisher, told her story to the hero, who decided 
to take up temporary quarters in the Prouty 
boarding house under an assumed name. He 
purchased the young author’s stories, and, in- 
eidentally, fell in love with her. 

It is revealed later, however, that she, too, 
was living incognito in the boarding house in 
search of local color for her stories, and, in- 
stead of being the struggling writer whom the 
hero believed he was befriending, she turned out 
to be a celebrated magazine writer, which fact 
proved no obstacle to the course of true love. 

The second act is rich im the comedy char- 
acters of Mrs. Prouty’s boarding house. 

The mercenary hypocrisy of Mrs. Prouty, as 
Played by Jessie Ralph, is excellently expressed. 

Mr. Short, played by Ralph Slipperiy (of the 
freak voice), living at Prouty’s boarding 
house, had “played detective roles in the 
movies until it became second nature to him in 
real life,” and with the able assistance of Gladys 
Prouty, played by Ruth Donnelly, they furnished 
much of the fun when they shadowed the hero 
and heroine as counterfeiters on the clue that 
the Santa Claus hero of the boarding house was 
Mr. Martin and not Mr. Prince. 

George M, Cohan, in making his reappearance 
on the stage, undoubtedly saved A Prince There 
Was. 

He made the Prince of benevolent ministra- 
tions more human than did Mr. Hijliard, who 
was notably unbending in the scene with the 
orphan girl. 

Mr. Cohan improved the business of this acene 
by his sweet manner toward the child, making 
his subsequent bestowals more natural in that 
they were apparently actuated by a pleasure in 
giving. 

In the booze scene of the first act Mr. Hil- 
Hard presented p sodden heaviness underneath 
a painfully nervous exterior, like be was suffer- 
ing reaction from the stimulant. 

Mr. Cohan conveyed an alertness underneath 
an upusual calm, He might have returned from 
an alcoholic debauch or a religious retreat.

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William Winter's Life of David Belasco, pub- 
lished by Moffatt, Yard & Co., in two large 

lumes, was the subject of a splendid apprecia- 
tion by Louls V, De Foe in The New York 
World recently, Mr. De Foe says in part: 

“When, In the estimate of qa future generation 
of playgoers, the present era in the theater be- 
comes ite ‘golden age’—the period of the Eng- 
lebspeaking stage’s best accomplishment bas 
ever been the one that bas just gone before— 
the record of its American branch will be founa 
to have been carefully preserved, 

“Within the last eight years have been pnb- 
ished four blographies which cover almost com- 
pletely the events in the native theater that 
form the foundation of its history during the 
lest half century. As chronicles of our stage 
and its important personages they perform a 
service similar to such works, covering an 
equivalent period in the English theater of just 
ea century before, as James Boaden’s Memoirs 
of the Life of John Philip Kemble, Richard 
Brinsley Peakes’ Life .of the Colman Family 
and Mreé, Mathews’ Life of Chirles Mathews, 

“The reader of these works will gain an ac- 
corate view of the events end tendencies of the 
English stage during the period they embrace, 
The same comprehensive record of our native 
drama in the balf century just ended will De 
found in the two volumes of the late William 
Wister’s Life and Art of Richard Mansfielc, 
Judge Joseph Daly’s Life of Augustin Daly anc 
Isaac Marcosson and Danie] Frohman’s Charles 
Frohman, Manager and Man. 

“These records of the native stage hare now 
been amplifed by another voluminous and valu- 
able biography. The Ona] task of the eminent 
dramatic critic, William Winter, was to write 
The Life of Davia Belasco, to which he de 
voted the last two years of his life. He died 
before it was completed, but his son, Jefferson 
Winter, supplied the final pages, and the wors 
has just been publisbeqd in two large volumes 
by Moffat, Yard & Co. With this account of 
the most important of our present dramatic 
producers the contemporary record of the native 
theater may be sald to be complete. 

“There gre two kinds of writers who have 
always been hostile to Mr. Belasco. The callow, 
prematurely promoted dramatic critic never 
feels that he has discharged bis full duty un- 
til he has questioned the sincerity of the man 
ager's productions or recorded his conviction that 
Belasco can’t write. The academic, 
sorlal commentators of the stage, sequestered 
in college towns remote from tbe theater and 


its activities, periodically deplore the ascendancy | 


of this realist in dramatic art, who, they protest, 
‘pever accomplishes anytbing vital,’ tho he 
always contrives to keep his theaters packed with 
eager audiences, 

“Nevertheless Mr, Winter, who from his con- 
stant observation of the theater for more than 
half a ceptury was a reliable judge of its lead- 
ers and their attainments, has this to say in 
his book of Mr, Belasco and his work: 

“As an actor his exeprience has been ample 
and widely diversified. He possesses a complete 
mastery of the technicalities of histrionic art. 
As a stage manager be is competent in every 
particular and has no equal in this country to- 
day. His judgment, taste and expert skill in 
creating appropriate environment, background 
and atmosphere for a play and the actors in it 
are marvelous.@ His attention to detail is 
scrupulous and his decision is prompt and usual- 
ly unerring. No theatrical director in my ob- 
servation, which bas been vigilant and bas ex- 
tenjed over many years, bas surpassed bim in 
the exercise of that genius which consists in 
the resolute, tireless capability of taking in- 
Snite pains, Many of the performances which 
have been given under his direction are worthy 
to be remembered ag examples of almost per- 
fect histrionle art. He has written many plays 
“od be has co-l, bored with other authors in the 
‘ing of many more, He has exerted a power- 
ful influence upon the stage in every part of our 


country,” * 
ee 


The biography does not hesitate to take vio- 
lent exception to some of Mr, Belasco’s pro- 
ouccons. Mr. Winter was an implacable enemy 
‘** (ie sex drama in every form, Bitter are 
the impreeations he heaps upon ‘Zaza and 


profes- |

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other plays in which Mrs, Leslie Carter ap- 
peared, as well as upon Eugene Walter’s grisly 
but powerful drama, The Easiest Way—one of 
the few works by an American playwright that 
promises to have a permanent place in dra- 
matic Mterature, 


“The good we do lives after us," says one 
of the poets. 

But he doesn’t mention that for longevity a 
mistake ‘has it all over’ goodness, 

Cyril Harcourt once wrote A Pair of Silk 
Stockings, and followed it up with A Pair of 
Petticoats. Aside from these lapses he has 
never departed from the path of recititude, a» 
far as we are informed. Yet he complains 
people will persist in judging him by his early 
mistake. 

“Sometime ago I wrote a play I am thoroly 
ashamed of," he says. It was called A Pair 
of Silk Stockings, and to my great distress 
every known critic praised it. I expected a 
stone and I was given bread. Imagine my po- 
eition—intellectually! I had given birth to 
a@ bastard child and the whole world stood up 
anc insisted that it should be considered legit- 
imate. A parallel case would be for humanity 
to forgive the kaiser. Damn him. And damn 
A Pair of Silk Stockings. 

“That plece of worthless silk has strangled 
me. I am never allowed to forget it. I am 
labeled with it. It bangs around my neck like 
@ millstone on which the moss won’t grow. It 
was the worst play ever written, and as far 
as I am concerned it has ruined my literary 
carcer. I am expected to go on writing about 
underclothing forever! I hare done my worst 
with Silk Stockings and A Pair of Petticoats, 
and I am still asked for more. 

“These critics call those bad plays good. 
They are preposterous plays! When I write a 
really remarkable play like A Place in the Sun, 
magnificently acted by Norman Trevor and my- 
self and all the others, every critic yells out 
for more underclothing. There ie no more. There 
is no female garment left of the slightest in- 


terest. I mean that one can talk about. Re- 
alizing my unique gifts in this direction, Lee 
Shubert the other day suggested that I should 
write a play about a union suit. Am I never 
to be allowed to develop? Am I to be damned 
because of one shameful mistake?” 

. *. . 

Frances Starr, speaking of Tiger, Tiger, 
says: “It is hard to understand why any 
changes were needed in such a play as this, 
which treats the sex problem seriously and 
thoughtfully, while in the past few years there 
have been numerous farces and comedies which 
treat the same question Jightly and frivolously, 
but have never met with objection. 

“When a play deals with sex honestly and 
frankly, and there is no gilding of vice, it is 
a play worth while. The thing to consider is 
that if the audience leaves the theater believ- 
ing that vice pays, then you have done wrong; 
but if the audience is sent away with the con- 
viction that vice does n@ pay, you have done 
honestly and wisely. 

“That has always been the point in any of 
my plays that have dealt with this question. 
I have never appeared in a play in which evil 
triumphed, or played a girl of this sort who did 
not go on the rocks ultimately.” 

In the same issue of the World that carried 
this interview Louls V, De Foe approvingly 
quotes the Springfield (Mass.) Republican as 
follows: 

“The brokers, in a word, began to control 
the character of theatrical entertainments pre- 
sented in New York, and to exercise their con- 
trol im accordance with the supposed desiree 
of their patrons, who were mostly the out of 
town visitors in New York for diversion and 
Perhaps disposed to tolerate and in some cases 
to enjoy @ theatrical] entertainment at which 
they would raise the eyebrows at home.”

For the past ten years the managers have 
been discouraging the attractions from any 
effort to help themselves, What is the result? 


What is the greatest weakness in the lyceum 
and cbhautauqua movement? It’s our lack of 
Mterature. What is the weakest part of any 
lyceum or chaytauqua lecturer? It’s bis adver- 
tising. What cf readers or concert companies 
with one or two exceptions? It’s the literary 
output which precedes the attraction wherever 
4t appears. 


fan the bureaus remedy this? Absolutely 
they can not. Who can? In your answer to 
that question is imbedded the hope of the 
future usefulness of the lyceum and chautau- 
qua movement as an institution. 


What three movements have grown fastest 
during the past quarter of a century? Social- 
ism, Christian Science and Russellism, Not 
being disciple of any one of the three, and 
having made a study of the machinery of all 
three, we feel that we can discuss them with- 
out fear or favor. 

What have they all three in common? They 
thoroly understand the value of both the spoken 
and printed word. They all stress the idea and 
minimize the personality of the speaker. 

The lyceum and chautauqua goes absolutely 
insane over new means of exploiting the speaker. 
We are told that the audience has the speaker 
on a pedestal, 

Socialists, Russellites and Mrs. Eddy’s fol- 
lowers are all imbued with the evangelistic 
spirit—they are all taught that the big idea is 
greater than they themselves, Did you ever 
see a Socialist who considered himself even es- 
sential to the cause of Socialism? 

What orator on the platform will admit that 
he is not far greater than any cause or purpose 
that he might possibly advocate? Think a lit- 
tle before you name them. 

We wish that each lecturer, entertainer, con- 
cert artist, singer or player who feels that he 
or she has a purpose greater than the personal 
gratification derived from appearing on the 
platform would drop us a note and state this 
to be a fact. No, this does not mean that we 
are working against any burean, neither does 
it mean that we are working for one. It does 
mean that there is an increasing number of 

~ people who see that if attractions are to be 
made to grow they must be made to represent 
bigger and grander reasons for appearing on 
any program than the present method admits,

tertainer was booked as an entertainer—today 
he is working as ‘“‘an educator’’—those who 
hear him pay twice as much now as they paid 
a year ago. What has brought this about? If 
you are interested in this and have faith in 
your own purpose to believe that we might 
geome day assist you to double your income by 
doubling your effectiveness then send us 15 cents 
in postage and we will mail you the 64-page 
booklet that will itself tell you more about 
what this educator now accomplishes than we 
could tell in an entire article.

Whether you are or are not with a bureau 
makes no difference, whether you are booked 
by the biggest or the smallest burean is also 
immaterial. This is neither for nor against any 
bureau, it is for the betterment of the men 
end women who have something to do or say 
that is for the betterment of the world. We 
are not looking for managers, we are looking 
for workers—servants, if you please,

Do you know what we are doing right now 
for some of the musicians and singers of the 
lyceum and chautauqna? 

Are you big enough to work with the most 
inconspicuous lecturer on the platform? Are 
you big enough in soul and purpose to do as 
the Socialists do—call all who are willing to 
help comrades or brothers? 

While in Pittsburg the other day we picked 
up two examples of what our purpose should 
be. First we made our usual visit to the 
Parting of the Ways Home, where Rolo H, Me- 
Bride lives, moves and does such grand work 
that the Pittsburg papers are constantly giving 
him more editorial notice than is given to any 
speakers who visits the Smoky City. 

Here is a sample, The Pittsburg Post De- 
cember 27, editorially, said: 

“The Christmas dinner at the Parting of the 
Ways Home, Northside, threw light on some 
facts that add to the faith In the inherent good 
in humanity and give further pride in the spirit 
of helpfulness in Pittsburg. The guests prin- 
cipally included men who have made good on 
new starts in life after release from penal in- 
stitutions, With them at the table were busi- 
ness and professional men of the city who have 
aided in the work of reformation, As on the 
one hand it was shown that most of the erring 
will come back if giveu encouragement, on the 
other it was demonstrated that in Pittsburg 
there is always a readiness to help. Rollo H. 
McBride, superintendent of the institution, says 
the business men of the city have ever been 
ready to do their part in providing employment 
and under conditions that free the former con- 
victs of the fear of having their past ‘cast up’ 
to them. The home receives the men at the 
expiration of their sentences and furnishes them 
food, shelter, clothing and aid in finding em- 
employment, the help continuing until they draw 
their first pay. After that it is ‘up to them.’ 
In the five years of the institution 4,741 men 
have passed thru it, and of these nearly 3.400 
have made good, their claims being supported by 
records of family happiness restored, savings 
accounts and testimony of employers. Some 
yf the guests at the dinner had passed thru the 
institution soon after its opening, showing five 


years of faithfulness to the principles of their 
new start and determination to stick to them. 


“Who can measure the returns of such work? 
Along with the material benefits are the thrills 
of new life and restored responsibility that may 
go far—no one can tell to what dstance—in 
usefulness. While there is disappointment over 
those who did not hold to the new course, the 
mentality of most of them probably is below 
normal and the others of a hardihood that only 
a miracle of redemption can change, but in the 
reclamation of the many, simply thru giving 
the good in them an opportunity to get its bear- 
ings again, there is infinite compensation for 
what was done for them, As those who belped 
gained inspiration from the conciousness of 
aiding the fallen, there also was a gain in the 
protection of society thru restoring to the use- 
ful class individuals who had been a menace. 


‘Keep up the good work."’ 


During our visit to the Parting of the Ways 
Home we met one of the most interesting char- 
acters that we bave run across for.a long time. 
His name is J, Paul Fox. Here is a man who 
has followed the race horses all over this 
country. He has bet himself rich three times, 
but on April 12, 1918, he left the Allegheny 
County Workhouse tired In body and mind, 
sick at heart and depressed in spirit, his 
clothes fit for anything except to wear while 
calling on what few friends he had left. 

“I'm 66 years old,” said Friend Fox. ‘I've 
set the pace for fast steppers and bees down 
and all but out, but in al) my life I never 
knew that the days of miracles bad not passed 
until I came to this home. I now understand 
what tbe Master Builder meant when he said: 
‘Come unto Me all ye who labor and are heavy 
laden and I will give you rest.’ These words 
haven't sunk into my heart, but they bave sunk 
into the hearts of some men who know what 
they mean and know how to apply them to sin- 
sick human beings. 

“When I left the workhouse, as I was stand- 
ing in Iine, I was asked if I wanted to go to 
McBride’s. I asked a fellow on my left, ‘Who's 
McBride? ‘Oh, he’s running the Parting of the 
Ways home. You can sleep and eat there for 
a day or two,’ ‘Give me a ticket for McBride's,’ 
I said, 

“Now I’ve traveled from Coast to Coast, 
traveling in balmy weather and when it was 
so cold one was fortunate not to die from ex- 
posure. I’ve seen and had handed to me all 
kinds of charity and I frankly admit I went 
to MecBride’s looking for some kind of graft, 
went without hope, went firmly satisfied In my 
own mind I would find the same old game handed 
out to me by a new dealer so disguised that it 
would for a few days at least fool an oldtimer 
like me, and mind you I’ve been connected with 
some keen, bright fellows in my time, for I've 
followed the race horse, both the trotter and 
pacer and the thorobred, for a good many years.

“I tell you this is the grandest work on 
God's earth, Just think for a moment what it 
means to a poor devil coming out of that bel! 
hole to be able to go to a clean bed, Clean 
clothes, a situation, and to know that behind! 
you stands 4 man so large bearted, 60 good, =» 
determined to be your friend that be will not 
be denied. 


“What's the cost?. Not a cent. Just be 1 
man, just keep trying and you have made 4 
friend for life, and one who is beyond a money 
value. 

“Say, the influence mast be great for good 
when it got me after the prayers of a goo 
father and mother failed to call me away from 
the road that leads in but one direction and 
that direction downward, downward into utter 
darkness and oblivion. 

“I'm not done with McBride, I'm not done 
with the work. I come into the Home quite 
often and talk to McBride, my friend, and, 
mind you, I never come in but what I leave 
there stronger to meet all things and conquer 
them, and I never will get over the wonder of 
it all and I will say that anyone who goes 
thru the Parting of the Ways Home and keeps 
in touch with it and in harmony with the 
spirit of the work can not fall, but will grow 
into a complete manhood worthy tbe friend- 
ship of any in tbe land. 

*‘Long live the man, McBride, and may the 
good God above keep his heart strore to do 
the work before him, but you got to meet him, 
to shake hands with him, to hear bis volce, to 
look into his sparkling, kindly eyes to appre- 
clate the man." 

Only a few years ago Rollo McBride was 
himself a down and outer, bumming his way 
turu the saloon cursed district of Chicago. To- 
day he is Pittsburg’s Grst Public Defender. 

Rollo has repeatedly sald that the writer 
opened the chautauqua gate for bis lecture work 
and that whatever success he bas been able 
to attain is due to the assistance given to him 
at the time when he himself was for the 
second time at the parting of the ways. 

Rollo McBride has grown until today he 
can't afford to take lyceum work.

We could turn many lyceum and chautauqua 
artists into real effective builders. Are you 
ready to assist in that work? Let's hear from 
you on this point. 

Don’t think for a minute that this is all work 
that is to be done in the gutter. It has 4 
universal appeal—its scope is as broad as ho- 
man needs. 

Let's stick to Pittsburg and there study one 
of the greatest institutions in America, a sort 
of ultra, last word, smart set function as it 
were. Let's hobnob with Andrew Carnegie, 
H. ©. Frick, Benjamin Thaw, Mellon, the 
banker, and a few more men and women of 
that type who are back of the Carnegie Library, 
Museum and the Academy of Science and Art.

One of the delights of any work is the satis- 
faction we get out of watching our friends grow.

More deings are born 
than can possibly live, Everywhere living ¢ 
tures are so pitted and jammed against each 
other that thousands must be crushed, mangled, 
starved and killed in order that a few may sur- 
vive, And in this reckless and excessive prodi- 
gality of nature we have the cause of the ‘strug- 
Sle for existence.’ 

“MORE PEOPLE ENTER EVERY TRADE 
AND PROFESSION THAN CAN POSSIBLY 
SUCCEED, Scarcely fifty per cent of those who 
graduate In law, dentistry or medicing ever 
hang out a shingle.”’ 

It has been the work of Dr. Krebs to help in 
& measure stop that waste of effort. If our 
schools could all study this theme and see the 
need of better salesmanship as it should apply 
to our common life we would all be better off. 

The summing up of the whole matter Im» that 
Dr. Krebs !s one of the most successful men of 
his day and generation. The high distinction 
already won is continually being added to, and 
of his work it is proper to repeat what was said 


by us years ago—that the good effects thereof 
will be felt for generations to come, aud that it 
is an intellectual treat to listen to the man; an 
educational process to absorb his teachings.

The Oldest Symphonic Society 
in America, on Whose Pro- 
grams Works of Amerie 
cans Are Heard 


—— 


New York, Jan. 4.—Josef Stransky, director 
of the New York Philharmonic Orchestra, is to- 
day an international figure in the music world, 
Long before his call to America all Europe had 
become interested in this young musician, who 
exhibited such commanding powers aS @ COn- 
ductor and a director. 

When the death of Gustav Mahler necessitated 
the engagement of a new conductor for the Phil- 
harmonic Society, Josef Stranksy was invited to 
assume charge of America’s oldest symphonic 
organization. His work in this country has 
not only added to the international reputation 
of the Philharmonic, but has been a real con- 
tribution to the development of public taste for 
symphonic music. 

This season ushered in the seventy-seventh 
of the Philharmonic Orchestra’s existence and 
marks the beginning of the twentieth year of 
Josef Stransky’s career as a musical director 
and the eighth year as conductor of this or- 
chestra. Angelo Neumann, the European opera 
manager, sponsor for Seidl, Nikisch and Mottl, 
gave Josef Stransky his start. For seven years 
he was principal conductor for Neumann at 
Prague, followed by five years as the first con- 
ductor at the Royal Opera, Hamburg, and two 
as symphonic conductor of the Bluethner Or- 
chestra in Berlin. Mr. Stransky succeeded the 
late Gustav Mahler for the third time in his 
career when he came to New York, having fol- 
lowed him in the conductorskips at both Prague 
and Hamburg. 

He carries with him to the conductor’s plat- 
form that rare gift of personality called mag- 
netism, which sweeps thru the orchestra, com- 
municating itself to the audience with a con- 
viction of his sincerity. Free from egotism, he 
has the honest man’s respect for himself as a 
man and a musician, and scorns the petty shams 
which abound too often in lives led in the lime- 
light of publicity. His aristocratic manner is 
a foil for a temperament, which is quick and 
impulsive, but always courteous. It is an ex- 
cellent commentary on his personality that after 
seven years spent as the conductor of the Phil- 
harmonic Orchestra he holds the respect and 
liking of every member of the orchestra. 

Josef Stransky was born in Bohemia, but is 
an enthusiastic Amc.i.an. It is a delight to 
his heart that his native ‘ountry has enrolled 
itself among the world’s repu. ‘cs, and he eager- 
ly seized upon the opportunity - © testifying to 
his feelings by giving a concert in ‘onor of the 
birth of the new Czecho-Slovakian 1 ~ublic, at 
which many works of his countrymen an. Ameri- 
can composers were presented. This concert was 
held in Carnegie Hall, New York, December 7, 
and largely attended. 

While Mr. Stransky finds his chief interests 
in music, he is an authority on painting, and is 
the possessor of many valuable specimens of the 
work of the best European and American paint- 
ers. In fact he has almost as much enthusiasm 
for the America painter as for the American 
composer. 

The personnel of the Philharmonic Orchestra 
is entirely American. All the musicians are 
citizens of the United States—about half born 
here and the other half naturalized—those who 
have forsworn the land of their birth having 
originally come from twelve different nations. 

Mr. Stransky has done much for the American 
composer, encouraging their works by featuring 
them on almost every program he has arranged 
this season. He is ever on the lookout for Amer- 
ican talent, and an opportunity for many hither- 
to unknown artists to give their compositions 
public hearings is never denied. At a concert 
given by the Philharmonic at Carnegie Hall 
December 19, he presented for the first time in 
public the composition by Reginald Sweet, an 
American, who took high musical honors at 
Harvard, and the works of John Carpenter and 
Edward McDowell, both American composers of 
note, are frequently presented on these pro- 
grams,

by a storm. Mr, Kirk stated at a joint meeting 
of the Oklahoma Breeders and the Enid Chamber 
of Commerce that unless they provided a suit 
able building to hold a show that he was going 
to Wichita and put on a show there. As nothing 
of this kind had ever been attempted in 
Wichita it was a big undertaking. However, Mr. 
Kirk arrived in Wichita in December, 1916. 


As a result of Mr. Kirk’s efforts in less than 
two weeks the Kansas National Live Stock 
Show Association was incorporated; $10,000 in 
cash was donated to guarantee the premiums, 
and the first show was held February 26th to 
March 3rd, 1917. It was the largest event of 
the kind ever held in Kansas. 


The second show was larger and better, a 
horse show being added. The citizens of Wichita 
were so well pleased with the success of the 
Kansas National Live Stock Exposition that 
they voted bonds for the purpose of build'ng a 
permanent home. The building is now completed, 
having cost $500,000. ‘‘It is the largest and 
most modern municipal fireproof live stock ex 
position bullding in the world.” The size of 
this building can~be better appreciated when we 
state that the floor space is large enough to 
make a building 150 feet wide and more than 
one-quarter of a mile long. 

A total of $30,000 in cash has been appro- 
priated for premiums and expenses. The breeds 
represented are Shorthorn, Hereford, Aberdeen, 
Angus and Holstein (cattle); Percheron, Draft, 
Coach, Standard Bred Horses and Jacks; Po- 
land China and Duroc Jersey Swine; Hampshire 


and Shropshire Sheep. Also all kinds of fur- 
bearing pet animals. The display of live stock 
at a show of this kind furnishes the farmers 
a chance to secure a practical education that 
they cannot-secure elsewhere. The daily sales 
of all kinds of registered live stock gives them 
an opportunity to learn the value of good stock. 
The evening horse show will furnish entertain- 
ment for both the farmers and the society peo- 
ple of Wichita.

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CANADIAN EXHIBITION PROFITS 


Increased Over Former Years—Plans 
for Extensive Improvements Now 
Formulating 


Toronto, Jan, 4.—The management of the 
Canadian National Exhibition, represented by 
President T. A. Russell and Manager J, G. 
Kent, on Christmas Eve banded over to the 
city of Toronto a check for $90,570.74 as the 
profits of the exhibition held last August, the 
largest ever turned over by the directorate of 
the fair to the City Finance Commissioner since 
the history of the exhibition. 

Manager Kent was highly complimented by 
the city fathers, for he bas been affliated with 
the enterprise but one year, yet the net profits 
jumped more than a third over suceeciing 
years, and this year’s check exceeded those 
of other years by more than $24,000. This large 
increase in. the surplus revenue is attributed 
chiefly to the economies of the managrment, 
the higher price charged for spate rental to 
exhibitors and concessionaires and a big jump 
in the midway receipts. 

The directors of the exbibition are now plan 
ning a pumber of improvements in the expos!- 
tion grounds and buildings. There bave been 
no buildings erected since 1912, wath the re- 
sult that many attractive features have been 
crowded out, and plans are now being formu- 
lated for the erection of several new buildings, 
and the expansion and remodeling of old ones. 
One of the immediate needs of the exinbition 
is an arena for the judging of Bve stock, a 
most important feature of the fair, and archi- 
tectural plans are now under consideration by 
the exlubition directors.

Endorsed by the President 


On Display at Bush Terminal, 
Showing Resources and 
Opportunities in Latin- 
American Republic 


New York, Jan. 4.—An exhibit which has had 
the distinction of being endorsed by President 
Wilson is the exhibition which was assembled 
by John Cotton Dana, of the natural resources, 
business activities and opportunities, customs 
and everyday life of the people of Colombia, 
which was originally on display in the Newark 
Museum, Imuediately the importance of this 
exllbit was discovered by the President. He 
Suggested that it be placed in a more eentral 
lov..uou and larger quarters, Therefore arrange- 
ments were made to slow this interesting and 
fuatructive exhibit in the Bush Terminal on 
West Forty-second street, which is also the 
home of the International Buyers’ Club, begin- 
Bing January 6. 

This exhibit should be of particular interest 
to Awericans at this time for two reasons: 
First, Colombia is the country from which the 
United States purchased the five miles on each 
side of the bank of the Panama Canal, known 
as the Canal Zone. Second, the resources of 
the country are phenomenal—rice, tobacco and 
coffee culture rapidly growing, while the low- 
lands abound in medicinal plants. Mineral 
products range from coal and petroleum to the 
rarest precious stones, including gold and 
platinum. With Panama City on the Pacific and 
Colon on the Atlantic the country has become 
a mecca fer business promoters, and is ripe 
with opportunity for alert business men jn all 
vocations. The straight waterway between the 
United States and Colombia, under the control 
of this government, offers an easy avenue of 
transport for the exchange of business activities 
between the two countries, and this fact alone 
shoud moke the exh bit one of great interest 
to all enterprising Americans. 

President Wilson in his telegram to Mr. Dana 
said in part: ‘I Lave much pleasure in express- 
ing to you and your co-workers in the organiza- 
tion of this notable dnternational work the 
hearty interest I feel in the enterprise. The 
people of the United States welcome with sincere 
appreciation every oportunity to testify their 
friendly sympathy with the kindred peoples of 
the Western world and their admiration for the 
public spirit which has let the Latin-American 
commonwealths achieve their way to self- 
development and to the development of their 
Wwell-nizh boundless resources, thus demonstra- 
ting their title to a station in the forefront of 
the modern progress of free communities.”

The second show was larger and better, a 
horse show being added. The citizens of Wichita 
were so well pleased with the success of the 
Kansas National Live Stock Exposition that 
they voted bonds for the purpose of build‘ng a 
permanent home. The building is now completed, 
having cost $500,000. ‘‘It is the largest and 
most modern municipal fireproof live stock ex 
position building in the world.’”’ The size of 
this building canbe better appreciated when we 
state that the floor space is large enough to 
make a building 150 feet wide and more than 
one-quarter of a mile long. 

A total of $30,000 in cash has been appro- 
priated for premiums and expenses. The breeds 
represented are Shorthorn, Hereford, Aberdeen, 
Angus and Holstein (cattle); Percheron, Draft, 
Coach, Standard Bred Horses and Jacks; Po- 
land China and Duroc Jersey Swine; Hampshire 


and Shropshire Sheep. Also all kinds of fur- 
bearing pet animals. The display of live stock 
at a show of this kind furnishes the farmers 
a chance to secure a practical education that 
they cannot.secure elsewhere. The daily sales 
of all kinds of registered live stock gives them 
an opportunity to learn the value of good stock. 
The evening horse show will furnish entertain- 
ment for both the farmers and the society peo- 
ple of Wichita.

CANADIAN EXHIBITION PROFITS 


Increased Over Former Years—Plans

Formulating 
Toronto, Jan, 4.—The management of the 
Canadian National Exhibition, represented by 
President A. Russell and Manager J, G. 


Kent, on Christmas Eve banded over to the 
city of Toronto a check for $90,579.74 as the 
profits of the exhibition held last August, the 
largest ever turned over by the directorate of 
the fair to the City Finance Commissioner since 
the history of the exhibition. 

Manager Kent was highly complimented by 
the city fathers, for he has been affiliated with 
the enterprise but one year, yet the net protits 
jumped more than a third over succeciling 
years, and this year’s check exceeded those 
of other years by more than $24,000. This large 
increase in the surplus revenue is attributed 
chiefly to the economies of the managrment, 
the higher price charged for spate rental to 
exhibitors and concessionaires and a big jump 
in the midway receipts. 

The directors of the exbibition are now plan 
ning a number of improvements in the exposi- 
tion grounds and bwidings. There have been 
no buildings erected since 1912, with the re- 
sult that many attractive features have been 
crowded out, and plans are now being formu- 
lated for the erection of several new buildings, 
and the expansion and remodeling of old ones. 
One of the immediate needs of the extnbition 
is an arena for the judging of Bve stock, a 
most important feature of the fair, and archi- 
tectural plans are now under consideration by 
the exlubition directors.

The talent had received an awful jolt the night 
before, New Year's Eve, that was to have been 
the greatest ever, simply fivvered and died, 

On the East Side there was lamentation, wild 
and tear-laden, 

On the West, *‘Curses, not loud, but deep,’’ 

The following is an excerpt from The New 
York Times, issue of January 1: “The crowd 
in Times Square seemed to be made up almost 
ettirely of people who had come to witness, 
but not to participate in, the celebration, Dur- 
ing most of the evening they walked quietly 
about the square, waiting for things which ap- 
parently never did happen, Thousands of these 
onlookers were soldiers and sailors, many of 
them on crutches. Men in uniform were lined 
up, leaning aga:nst buildings on both sides of 
Broadway, watching critically to see whether 
New Year's Eve in the heurt of New York City 
was an event which deserved its reputation, 

“Probably the majority in the crowd were from 
other cities, Many identified themselves as 
strangers by their intense interest in the electric 
signs, Whoever they were they seemed to have 
a dignified curiosity about New Year's Eve on 
Broadway, but no desire to help make it a real 
show, 

“By 7 o'clock peddlers were lining up in Broad- 
way across from The Times Building to sell 
horns, rattlers, little noise machines of a coffee- 
mill type which made a racket that goes in- 
stantly to the nerve centers, bamboo wands with 
tufts of feathers, black mustaches, like those 
of wicked Earis and secret diplomats, confetti, 
bells, spools of paper ribbon and other con- 
trivances for letting the New Year know he was 
welcomed, Almost up to midnight the bulk of 
the noise in Times Square came from these 
business men trying to interest the crowd in 
their valuable articles, Some stood a full half 
hour in one spot, begging people to buy their 
curious wares, without a single customer. Be- 
fore 10 o'clock despair overspread the faces of 
these commercial adventurers. Many had put 


most of their fortunes into the speculation, iz. 


confidence that this was to be the greatest and 
most iiberal New Year's crowd ever known.

None 
could account for the indifference. Before mid- 
night horns and rattlers had dropped from 25 
cents to 10 cents, and black mustacbes had been 
withdrawn from the market. 

“At midnight the noise reached a fairly nor- 
mal volume, but quite feeble compared with 
the great roars of earlier celebrations.’’

PADEREWSKI PRESIDENT OF POLAND 


It is not only possible, but highly probable that the Poles will pro- 
claim a republic and make Paderewski its President. 

Think of it! 

The country of Kosciuszko and Poniatowski, of Kollantaj and Ignacy 
Potocki, of Jan Kochanowski and Alexander Fredro, after a hundred and 
fifty years without national identity, is to come back, ahd with a great 
artist (or, if you had rather—a pianist) at its head! 

The cabled reporis of Paderewski’s welcome by Posen, of the tri- 
umphal processions, thru flagdecked and gayly bannered streets, his 
carriage buried in flowers, its horses removed and long lines of men tak- 
ing their places whilst singing patriotic airs, bands playing, bells ringing 
and crowds cheering madly, indicate the high esteem in which he is held. 

The war will have many interesting outcomes, but none more so than 
the election of Ignace Paderewski, prince of pianists, to the Presidency 
of the Polish Republic. Nor is there any doubt but what the Poles could 
go farther and fare worse. 

He has labored tirelessly here in America ever since the war began 
in behalf of his devastated and harassed country. His devotion to the 
land of his birth was touching and beautiful. No sacrifice that he could 
make was considered too great. 

America gained a new idea of him as his sturdy, unflagging efforts, 
fine zeal and able efficiency kept up year after year. 

When the war first broke out in 1914 he was just a musical artist of 
high attainments.

It would be peculiarly fitting if Poland, when it achieves its new 
freedom and independence, should bestow this mark of its appreciation 
upon him. Who are more deserving at its hands than its great and shin- 
ing lights in art, music and poetry? They have kept the love of liberty 
alive and the lamp of hope glowing during the long, long night, and their 
splendid efforts merit the distinction it is now thought will fall to one of

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PARAMOUNT AND F. N. 
IN PEACE CONFERENCE 


Gigantic Combination of Producing and Exhibiting 


Interests in Process of Formation — Business 
of Feature Houses Falling Off—Let Us 
Help You in Fighting Censorship 


By W. STEPHEN BUSH 


The Billboard is in a position to inform its 
readers that the impending fight between the 
First National Circuit and the Paramount forces 
will in all probability be adjusted in a more 
or less amicable manner. The leading spirits 
of both organizations are now in Los Angeles 
working out the terms of peace. The Billboard 
announced an armistice between the two or- 
ganizations in its last issue. 

Nothing is known as to the character of the 
peace terms. It may be that the First Na- 
tional will want the left bank of the Rhine 
and it may be that the F. N. will get it. It 
is generally understood that most of the con- 
cessions will come from the producing end. 
Possibly an announcement will be given out to 
the press, altho this may be doubted, as the 
guiding spirits of the F. N. are averse to pub- 
licity. Mr, Schwalbe, the leader of the F. N. 
forces, has been reared in the school of J, J. 
Kennedy, who not so many years ago held tlie 
industry in the hollow of his hand. He, too, 
was altogether averse to publicity. 

The result of the peace conference is likely 
to be the most powerful combination of ex- 
bibiting and producing forces which the indus- 
try has ever known. It would be difficult to 
exaggerate the growing power of the F. N, 
After a brief period of doubt and probation the 
circuit has emerged as the most important 
single factor in the industry. What the effect 
of the combination will be as far as the in- 
dustry is concerned remains to be seen. That 
the forces in control of such an organization or 
rather combination will have it in their power 
to do a great deal of either harm or good to 
the industry and the average exhibitor is clear 
enough to even the simplest mind.

steady decline of what are known as feature 
houses. Feature bonuses in towns from 20,000 


to 200,000 two or three years ago did a splendid 


business, That was the time when the so- 
ealled “‘short stuff’ had gone out of fashion. 
Today the ‘‘short stuff’? is more than holding 
tts own, while feature houses have as a rule 
been unable to do so. Two-reelers and old- 
fashioned ‘‘Westerns’’ are earning money for 


the small houses, as they have not earned it in 
months, Exhibitors all over the country 
wre commenting on the decline of the feature 
yusiness.

When I formed my connection with The Bill- 
board I thonght no better service could be ren- 
dered to the industry than going to the bottom 
of this decline. Decline of business has simply 
followed a most obvious decline of quality in 
featnres. A decline in features came largely 
because of a lack of honest, virile, frank and 
independent reviewing. The idea gained ground 
that publicity and salesmanship will sell any- 
thing. Flattering the advertiser and making 


him believe that publicity will “‘put it over’’ 
is doing a disservice both to the advertiser and 
to the industry at ‘irge. The motion picture 


after all is an art, whether you call it a fine 
or an useful art or a little of both. Being an 
art it must I've by euality or perish, Fearless 
and competent criticism is the very breath of 
life to the progress and prosperity of the mo- 


tion picture. A thousand times better for all

THE STORY IN SKELETON FORM 
A young woman is married to a strong type 
of husband, who surrounds her with every luxury. 

While working far away from her he is tempted 

to believe that the wife is more than indiscreet.

the units associated with the Affiliated Distrib- 
utors’ Corporation, 

Changes in the plan of organization and opera- 
tion of this corporation, which in my opinion are 
so vital as to completely nullify the original 
purvose of the co-operative movemeng as formu- 
lated at the first meeting of the Board ef Di- 
rectors, are responsible for my decision. 

I have delayed several months presenting this 
resignation in order to allow the fullest op- 
portunity for the development of our original 
plan of co-operative booking, which, as I yn- 
derstand it, was for an exuibitors’ council, in 
which the voice of the exhibitor was to be the 
dominant and controlling facter, 

Recent developments, however, have convinged 
me that the organization is getting farther 
away from instead of nearer to the purposes 
and plans forumlated at its inception by the 
fifteen exhibitor members of the Board of Di- 
rectors, and in justice to myself and to the 
confidence which you reposed in me by selecting 
me as your Chairman I have no other alternative 


than to terminate further identification with 
the corporation. 
I feel that this confidence imposed a sacred 


responsibility upon me to see to it, insofar as 
it was within my power to do so, that our or- 
iginal co-operative idea should be carried out to 
the letter, and failing, by reason of the changes 
in the organization, the opportunity to fulfill 
this reenen<hility, 1 must disclaim any further 
responsibility. 

furthermore the demands and obligations im- 
posed upon me as president of the New York 
State League of Motion Picture Exhibitors are 
such that I can no longer risk any embarrass- 
ment which that body might suffer thru the 
failure of anyone to rightly understand my posi- 
tion with relation to any booking movement, 

With sincere appreciation for the confidence 
which you were good enough to extend me and 
with pleasant remembrances of our meeting at 
the inception of the Affiliated, I am

In Dear Brutus J. M. Barrie has refreshed 
enr memory on a bit of Shakespearean philaso- 
phy conveyed by the words, “The fault, Dear 
Brutns, is not in our stars, but in ourselves, 
tha we are underlings.”" 

To the real peovle borrowed from Shakespeare 
Parrie has added his never failing fantastic and 
whimsical self with all the freshness of the 
Barrte originality. 

Puck, ont of A Mideommer Night's Dream, 
has reappeared as a quaint old bachelor enter-

taining a week-end house party of worldly dis- 
contented people who are told that mortals 
who enter the enchanted forest, which Lies just 
beyond the rose-covered garden wall, on this 
particular micsummer night of the year, are 
given a second chance in Ife, The guests 
singly summon courage, and with the first few 
steps into the forest they besitate, dazed like a 
moth against the light; recevering their bal- 
ance as if by some attraction they continue to 
walk out of sight. 

When seen again still wandering in the forest 
the transformation of the character has taken 
place, the philandering husband, thru his sec- 
ond chance, now the hrsband of bis former soul 
mate, is seen making love to the woman who 
was really ‘'s wife. 

This topsy-turvy turn In affairs furnishes much 
of the comedy. Apparently none of the char- 
acters, except one, were bappier or better in 
the conditions of their ‘‘second chance,”’ a proof 
that the fault was not in their stars, but in 
themselves, The one exception was a peor 
childless artist, played by William Gillette, a 
painter, who had become disbeartened and 
worthless, and finds his longing for a daughter 
realized in the enchanted woods. This, by the 
way, is the most exquisitely beautiful episode 
of the play. The simple affection between 
father and daugbter, which only a Barrie suc- 
ceeds in luring into tangible form, is delight- 


fully acted. 

Ilelen Hayes, a young girl in the role of 
the painter's daughter, shared honors with Mr. 
Gillette. Her performance was a trinmph. 


The first act seemed really dtl until the ap- 


pearance of Mr. Gillette, whic however, was 
no fault of a most brilliant cast. 
The two scenes, Lob’s house and the woods, 


invest the play with a fanciful 
mystic beauty and charm.

We must learn or we must 
lose our efficiency as workers and our staying 
loyalty as fighters. We must continue to think 
and know and do. or we shall have small] part 
in the new world which wil! be the inevitable 
outcome of this awful war."’
